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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF 
TYNGSBOROUGH 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu 1, 1871. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough : 


The School Committee of the town present for considera- 
tion the following Report of our schools for the year ending 
March Ist, 1871: 


District No. 1-—Miss Abby E. Drake, teacher. Length of 
school in summer 3 months; wages of teacher $22 per month; 
whole number Oe scholars 17; average attendance 14 1-2 ; under 
5 years 0; over 5 0; tardy marks 179; visitors 38. 

Miss Drake has had some experience in teaching. She is 
zealous and untiring in her endeavors to learn the children under 
her charge, but we are very sorry to say that the deportment of 
some of ‘the larger boys during the term was not commendable : 
they would tire the patience of the teacher by trying to break 
the rules of the school, and thereby give their teacher trouble, 
she wishing to govern by mild means, rather than resort to 
harsher ones. But upon the whole, the school at the examina- 
tion gave good satisfaction. The winter term was kept at the 
Winslow school. 


Districr No. 2.—Summer term, Miss Emma C. Kidder of 
Tyngsborough. Length of school in summer term 3 months ; 
wages of teacher G99 ; whole number of scholars 16; average 
attendance 12 1-8; under 5 years 0; over 15 years 1; number 
of tardy marks 19; visitors 40. 

This was Miss Kidder’s first attempt to teach, and we must 
say that she succeeded beyond our expectations. The scholars 
all appeared to love her, and therefore she had no trouble in 
governing them—the order was excellent and the recitations 
almost perfect. We sincerely hope that Miss Kidder will make 
teaching her business. 

Winter Term, Miss Hattie A. Johnson of Lowell, teacher. 
Whole length of school 4 months; wages of teacher $28 per 
month ; whole number soe 19; average attendance 15 1-2; 
under 5 5 years 2; over 15 years 5; tardy marks 19 ; ; visitors 28. 


Miss Johnson has had some experience in’ teaching, having 
taught two terms in town before. We believe this school has 
given satisfaction to all who were connected with it, which is 
something very uncommon in this district for the Tee term. 
Miss Johnson is a great worker. In school everything goes like 
clock-work. We could see great proficiency in reading, arith- 
metic and geography. We especially commend the reading of 
the second class; the examination was satisfactory to all who 
heard the prompt and accurate answers of the scholars. 


District No. 3.—Miss Ida E. Queen, teacher. Length of 
school, summer term, 3 months; wages of teacher $22 per 
month; whole number of scholars B ; average attendance 
10 1-2; under 5 years 1; over 15 years 0; ; tardy marks 7 ; visit- 
ors 10. Winter Term—Length of schools 3 months ; wages of 
teacher $26 ; whole number of scholars 16; ; average attendance 
15; under 5 years 0; over 5 years 5; tardy marks 23 ; visitors 7. 
Both terms were taught by the same teacher. 

Miss Queen has had some experience in teaching and is an 
excellent teacher, is well qualified, and accomplished her work 
satisfactorily. 


Districts No. 4 and 5.—Miss Almira A. Bancroft, teacher. 
No. 4 and 5 districts were united for the summer term, keeping: 
one-half the term in each district. The winter term was kept 
in the Winslow school. } 

Length of school 4 1-2 months; wages of teacher $24; 
whole number of scholars 30; average attendance 17; under 5 
years 2; over 15 years 1; tardy marks 79 ; ; visitors 24. 

Miss Bancroft is an experienced teacher, and never fails of 
giving satisfaction. Being a good disciplinarian, she has no 
trouble in governing her school. The examination was very 
satisfactory, and showed that the scholars had made good im- 
provement in their studies. 


Disrricr No. 6.—Miss Hattie A. Johnson, teacher. Sum- 
mer term. Length of school 3 months, wages of teacher $24 
per month, whole number of scholars 10, average attendance 8, 
under 5 years 0, over 15 years 0, tardy marks 4, visitors 14. 

This was Miss Johnson’s second term of teaching the same 
school. She maintained her reputation as a teacher to our entire 
satisfaction, and the exercises at the examination were performed 
promptly and almost perfectly throughout. 


Winter term—Miss Abbie E. Drake, teacher. Length of 
school 38 months, wages of teacher $26 per month, whole number 
of scholars 16, average attendance 15, under 5 years 0, over 15 
years 5, tardy marks 26, visitors 15. 

Miss Drake is a good teacher, untiring in her efforts. Nothing 
that she could do for “the benefit of the school did she leave undone; 
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and we wish we could say as much of some of the large boys. 
It looked to the Committee as though they took the opportunity 
to transgress the orders of the school when the Committee and 
other visitors were in. ‘This should not be so. It seems to us 
that they should have that respect for their teacher (especially a 
young lady) when visitors are in school, to behave themselves 
as become young gentlemen. 


District No. 7.—Miss Ella J. Wright of Lowell, teacher. 
Miss Wright taught both summer and winter terms. Summer 
term—length of school 3 months, wages per month $22, whole 
number of scholars 12, average attendance 10 71-160, under 
9) years 0, over 15 years 1, tardy marks 10, visitors 31. 

Winter term—length of school 4 months, wages of teacher 
$26, number of scholars 11, average attendance 10 70-160, un- 
der 5 years 0), over 15 years 2, tardy marks 8, visitors 42. 

Miss Wright was very successful in obtaining the co-opera- 
tion of both pupils and parents, the order was excellent and the 
recitations were almost perfect. It looked to us as though the 
scholars had that respect for their teacher that they should have, 
by sustaining her in all her endeavors to promote the welfare of 
the school. ‘The examination was very satisfactory. 


Winstow Scnoor.—M. C. Rodgers, teacher. Length of 
school 5 months, wages per month $65, whole number scholars 
90, average 44, under 5 years 0, over 15 years 15, tardy marks 
not returned, visitors 82. 

The right man in the right place! Mr. M. C. Rodgers, of 
Hanover, N. H., taught this school 5 months, to the satisfac- 
tion, as we believe, of both scholars and parents, which is an 
event that seldom happens in this school. Mr. Rodgers is a good 
disciplinarian, having perfect control of his pupils. All who 
were present at the close of the school were much pleased with 
the promptness of the recitations and the perfect order of the 
scholars. There has been a great interest taken in the welfare 
of this school the present term, as may be seen by the number 
visiting it at the close, there being fifty-two visitors. We 
would hope that Mr. Rodgers’ services might be obtained for 
another term. 


REMARKS. 


Having given an account of the management of the sey- 
eral schools, we proceed to a few considerations with the inter- 
ests of the town the past year. 

We would recommend that the town new district the town 
immediately, and either build new houses where new ones are 
needed, or repair the old ones so that your committee can hire 
teachers that they would not be ashamed to put in them. The 
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committee were troubled to get teachers the past winter to teach 
in some of the houses; some actually refused to teach on that 
account. ; 

We would also recommend that the town remain as they 
now are until the school-houses are repaired or rebuilt, and have 
the town own them, and then, if they think best, they can go 
back to the district system. 

The town knows the condition the districts and _ school- 
houses are in, and we feel that they will do what is best for the 
welfare of the town and the rising generation. 

Your committee feel that they have been very successful in 
procuring teachers the past year that have given general satis- 
faction.
